Kerosene emulsion, which Is cheap, 
can be used in thia way to advantage. 

The hogs should not he returned to 
the old quart an for several weeks, and 
a second spraying or even a third be- 
fore the hogs arc turned in is ad- 
visable. 

If the hogs are allowed to occupy 
the same pens and sleeping quarters 
year after year, which are not fre- 
I illy cleaned uu) apta>c< . ubo -

lord. 

As this parasite mtiltiplles with tre- 
mendous rapidity it only takes a shrrt 
time lo thoroughly infest hogs so that 
their thrift will Ik? impelled. 

The hog louse fivT-cts no other ani- 
mal, but devotes his entire lime and 
at i rn' ion lo the swine. While he 
la quite tenarious in the efforts to live, 
still a moderate application of dips 
and sprays and the burning of old 
bedding and whitewashing of the in 
terlors of sleeping quarters will quick- 
ly put him out of business.

A few years ago. when the pioneers 
nlong the line coinmcn.'' d to object to 
the depredutions of the hunter. I'ney 
were chargrd by hunter and surround- 
ing farmers alike as stingy and un- 
ae< oi.imodatiiig. |»ut more and mote 
is there a growing sentiment against 
having one's farm used as a hunting 
ground. 

At this season it is very easy to 
start a Are. v.-ry difficult to check one 
that has once .commenced. Even 
though the majority of hunters are 
«::ret'ul never to toss aside a lighted 
cigar, never to strike matches In Im- 
proper places, one never knows when 
fh^ careless one may come along and 
do untold mischief. 

There Is the annoyance to stock. 
The old saying. "One might as well 
ha killed us scared to death/' is ap- 
plicable vith peculiar force. Sheep, 
worried by hunter and dogs, soon be- 
come so wild that not even the owner 
can npproach them readily. 

Cattle have been known to ttam- 
reed *heu a gun was fired in close 
proximity. Such treatment is ruinous 
to the diiiryman. to say nothing of the 
frequent accidents, when a valuable 
aahaaJ is sacrificed, the hunter mak- 
ing off with his game and leaving the 
ov.nrr of the land that much poorer 
for his generosity. 

Finally, the game is rapidly being 
exterminated, and much of It is really 
the farmer's fried. The quail, the 
clear noie of which fills all bird lov- 
ers with joy. |a one of the best Insect 
and weed destroyers.
